I have in front of me a treatise by J. Taylor Peddie on 
Democracy. He says a stabilized peace cannot come to the 
world until our respective national systems are based on the 
rule of equity, so that the economic security may be given to 
all individuals living within the state, from which will arise a 
world system that will give economic security to all nations. 

The major art today is still the art of money-getting 
Many people live for this solely. Money should not control 
production and distribution, but faciliate them. God did not 
make man for the purpose of being exploited by a momentary 
machine, but that he should use it to maintain the flow of dis- 
tribution at its maximum point. Fundamentally the more he 
produces, the more he can divide, and he cannot divide until 
he produces. There are millions of people in the state of poverty 
and destitution waiting for the new mechanism which will bring 
about an increase of distribution, and those who hesitate to 
bring them about, have a heavy responsibility to bear. 

We are living to-day ina world of fear, because Democracy 
has found no answer to the major problems which face it. Gov- 
ernments are spending thousands of millions on re-arming, for 
what they are pleased to term ‘defensive purposes.” Onthe 
conclusion of re-armament—what then? The establishment of 


peace will then bring us face to face with the 
which remain unsolved, 

Bolshevism and Fasism could have been avoided had 
Democracy found the answer through the probiem of distribu- 
tion. No sane man would wish to give up his freedom and 
liberty or go to war if individuals and nations had economic 
properity. The challenge to Christian authority rests with 
Democracy itself, by reason of its failure to find an equitable 

: system of distribution in accordance with Christian doctrine.
